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INTEREST IN IMMIGRATION has increased greatly since the war, not | 
only in Canada, but in many countries, Six years of warfare left the neces- 
sity of rebuilding many thousands of homes, factories and stores in those 
areas which had been laid waste. Elsewhere, because of the almost complete 
aivection of manpower and materials to meet the requirements of the war, 
tiere was built up an accumulated need for the many commodities which 
were not produced during the war years, A third condition, putting added 
Gemands on production is the tendency towards the raising of general living 
standards and a consequent increased demand for many products, All this 
has created unprecedented needs for skilled workers, and has had a marked 
effect upon the post-war attitude toward immigration.

TEMPTING HIS FEATHERED 


Alberta Pilot 
Tests British 
Jet Planes 


HUCCLECOTHE, Gloucs., England.— 
Successful test flying is “just a case 
of watching your P’s and Q’s—in 
other words, learning to walk before 
running,” says Canadian-born W. A. 
Waterton, one of Britain’s outstand- 
ing test pilots. 

“The cause of most accidents in 
test flying is that people become too 
impatient,”, said Waterton in an in- 
terview at the Moreton Vallance Air- 
drome, one of the fields over which 
he puts jet aircraft through their 
paces for the Gloster Aircraft Com- 
pany. 

Six feet tall, broad-shouldered and 
unmarried, Waterton at 30 knows 
what it is to travel almost as fast as 
sound, Last September, at Tangmere, 
Sussex, he travelled at 614 miles an 
hour when a three-man R.A.F. speed 
team aimed at a world record. It is 
held by Group Capt. E. M, Donaldson, 
who reached 616 miles,

MAJ.-GEN. LARSEN | 
TO LEAD EXPEDITION 


LONDON.—Maj.-Gen, Hjalmar Ri- 
iser Larsen, who will lead the forth- 
coming Norwegian - Swedish - British 
expedition to the Antarctic, described 
the project in an interview as “a 
combined operation in the spirit of 
the United Nations.” 

The expedition is scheduled to 
start late in 1948 and will cost about 
£100,000 ($400,000). 

Larsen, explorer and wartime chief 
of the Norwegian air force, is visiting 
Britain to discuss plans for the ex- 
| pedition with British scientists. He 
| expressed belief the day may come, 

“probably in t%e far future,” when 
the 5,000,000 ‘square miles of Antarc- 
tic territories will be “a vast, fertile 
and habitable continent.” 

He based this theory on climatic 
changes believed to be taking place 
at the South Pole. 

The expedition will consist of 150 
members, most of them scientists 
from the three countries backing it. 

Larsen will stay in Queen Maud 
Land from November, 1948, to Jans 
uary, 1949, and a group of 12 scien 
tists will stay another nine months to 
study meteorological conditions.

Spread 
baking powder mixture on top of meat mix- 
ture and bake in hot oven at 475° F, for about 
20 minutes. Turn out upside down on large 
plate.

Research on Weed Control 

It has been reliably estimated 
that the direct monetary loss from 
weeds in Canada is not less than 
$200,000,000. a year. And this is 
not all. Year after year weeds con- 
tinue to rob this country of the 
very soil resources which it is our 
Sespontitility and desire to protect 
ani 


conserve. 
Weed Research. The results of 
controlled experiments and the 


records. of practical experience in 
this country leave no doubt that, 
as a source of loss to farmers, 
weeds rank in importance with 
plant disvases and insect pests. Yet, 
what do we find? We have built 
up large and efficient organizations 
in Canada to deal with problems 
relating .to the ravages of plant 
diseases and insect pests; while, 
with few exceptions, we still con- 
sider weeds the incidental responsi- 
hility of a handful of botanists, 
agronomists, and other agricultural 
scientists. This is not good enough, 
Our weed problems are enormous, 
and many of them can pnly be 
solved by. a well-organized and pro- 
erly directed program of research, 
n no ficld of agricultural research 
is there today a greater need for an 
organized national effort than in 
weed control. Weed control is, in 
fact, a national problem calling for 
national effort. . 

Research Assistance. Realizing 
the great need in Western Canada 
for. more research on weeds and 
their control, the Line Elevator 
Companies sponsoring this Depart- 
ment recently made available to 
the Division of Plant Science, 
University of Manitoba, the sum 
of @$1,000.00 for weed research. 
This grant will be used in 1947 to 
investigate certain special problems 
in the field of selective chemical 
weed control. We are convinced 
that the results of research on weed 
control will bring immense financial 
benefits to the farmers of Western 
Canada, and through them, to the 
whole community, - 


TREES CROW RAPIDLY 
IN EARLY SPRING 

Two main reasons why trees grow 
rapidly in early spring particularly 
under prairie conditions are: First, 
there is an extreme change in spring 
temperatures as kompared with 
winter temperatures. Second, after 
@ season of arrested growth, lasting 
from early or late September to early 
or late April, the power o1 
renewed growth from stored food 
when a favorable enviroment returns 
can be readily understood, 

‘The majority of woods plants have 
@ more or less determinate period ot 
growth. Two well known trees, Green 
Ash and Ohio Buckeye, have a very 
specific and rather restricted period 
of growth, while two other equaily 
well known trees, Scots pine anv 
Boxelder, enjoy a longer and less 
‘specific period of active growth.

From the time snow disappears in 
spring until, it returns in the falls 
every effort should be made to seé 
that trees make the best possible use 
of available moisture and irrigation 
water. This means eliminating weeds 
or other competitive plant growth per 
mitting a free movement of air and 
water into, and out of, tie soil, de- 
stroying or controlling injurious in- 
sects and diseases and protecting the 
trees, These corditions can be ca ried 
cut only by periodic aad sysumnatic 
inspection of trees, and efficient cul- 
tivaticn of lund adjacent to the trees 
throughout the year, 


However the most active period of 
growth for trees in both categories 
occurs during the early = spring 
months, For the most part what 
oceurs after that active period of 
growth ends is the internal matura. 
tion of the new buds from which 
fresh growth, in the form of leaves 
and stems or flowers, will take placo 
the following year, 

In shelterbelt management planters 
should, therefore, hold continually « 
“next year” and “next year” per. 
spective, because for the well beire 
of trees the extrnal conditions in- 
fluencing both periods of develup- 
ment, that is, in early summer and 
lute summer, should be maintained
